DISMISSED PROM THE SERVICE. 

Ori'AWA, Fob. 25. — Romi Troinblay, A. 
E. I'oiror, and E. Treniblay, olUcial traiis- 
lutor.s, have boon dismissed from the ser- 
vice l)y tlie Sjieaker. This uew.s cauaiid 
quite a sensation among many membois 
of the civil service, as it establishes a 
principle which uniy result in tliodisniissiil 
of i.iaiiy more. At the last session Ihusu 
gen tU'iuoii . were charged by Hon. Mr. 
(Jliiil'Ii'HU with having taken \inTt in tlio 
hist L ' .. i.il election on behalf of certain 
opliiisitiiiu meiiil)er3. Tlie charge w;is re- 
ferred to a select committee of the hoiiae, 
which simply provec? the charge and left 
the verdict in the hands of the Speaker, 
Mr. Guimet. Last night he ordered the 
diBiniBsal of the three named, who aro all 
Montrealera. 

THE PACIFIC STATION. 

Interestini; Lettfra Kroin on Hoard tlii^ Tri- 
umiili— I'bc Adniiral's .Method— The 
Crnisp to Han Dlcf;", Ktc. 

'I'lie Triumiih eorres[)ondent of a i'ly- 
moulh, Eng., paper writes it as fullowa 
I'rom San Diego, Cal., under date of .laiui- 
.•iry 2nd: 

"Tlie New Year has opened on this 
staliiiii with the C'oinmander-in-Cliiof, 
Rear Admiral A. Heneage, and bis tlug- 
ship, the Triiunph, in this port, making 
Ilia way southward, and visiling tlie prin- 
cipal pjrta on the Facilic station. Esipii- 
nialt was left on tho Gth December, and a 
very amusing, though unpleasant, circum- 
stance occurred shortly after our depar- 
ture. Very heavy weather was encoun- 
tered, and just as the admiral and his 
stall' were about to ait down to dinner, a 
sea struck the veasel, and came througli a 
port into the admiral's cabin, where tho 
couqiaiiy was assomblod. Every one 
present was, of course, surprised; no one 
could understand it; and the oliicers 
rushed about in all directions, — the ad- 
miral one way, the captain another,— and 
it was fully an hniu' before (luiotiiess was 
restored. An in(|uiry was made into the 
matter, but it was .aacortaiiied that no one 
was to blame; it was just one of those 
awkward incidents which sometimes re- 
lieve the dull monotony of tho sailor's 
life at sea. 

.\fter the arrival of tho Triu .<i|)h at San 
Fianciaco, and when coaling ship was 
linished, leave was allowed, but only to 
the oliicers and potty otlicer-i. The ship's 
coiii])aiij' were denied this concession, and 
general discontent was the result. Another 
result ia that we have had eight deser- 
tions, two of then; potty oflioers, and a 
third a chief leadiiig stoker. This shows 
th.it there is suuidthing wrong somewhere, 
and tliat a great injustice is inflicted not 
only on the men themselves but on the 
country, a'-ising, no doubt, from the mis- 
take of not giving leave to the men when 
in a foreign port. When we lind a man 
who is a prisoner, jumping tiiroiigb a 
[lort, although at the time in charge of the 
naval police, and in the dark with an 
aiglit-knotytide running, and tho shij) 
more than half a mile from the sliore, it 
proves that the provocation must be very 
great to tomi)t a man to risk liis life 
rather than remain under the Hritish flag. 
After leaving San Francisco the Triumph 
proceeded to Monterey, wliere she anchor- 
ed for two days and then sailed for Santa 
Barbara. At this place, and in ajiticijw 
tion of the visit of the llagsliip, tho resi- 
dents had arranged for a grand ball, lo 
which the oliicers were invited, but after 
leaving iMonterey the admiral altered his 
mind, and instead of proceeding to Santa 
Barbara, according to the issued pro- 
gramme, he made direct for hero. Ail 
hands are pretty well sick of tho station, 
ami trust to be homo soon. We shall be 
only too well pleased to see tho Swiftsure 
at Coquimbo when we arrive thoro. 



Another correapoiideiit writes from the 
same place on .(an. Mtli: Tlie last account 
I sent you was from Esquiinalt, shortly 
after the arrival of our now Commander- 
in-Chief, who, immediately on tho de- 
parture of Sir M. Culine-Seyniour, coin- 
menced a tliorougii system of evolutions 
at sail drill with the Ihree ships in port — 
tho Triumph, the Caroline, and the Wild 
Swan; the drill being carried out two 
mornings of each week in spite of the in- 
clomency of tho weatlier. Letters were 
sent round to the dill'orent ships with re- 
gard to the uniform of the otiicers, fof 
Admiral Heneage is known in the sorviob 
for his smartness and style in dress. All 
oliicers aro to wear white kid gloves at 
divisions on Sundays, and to wear frook 
coats and tunics buttoned on all occasiona. 
No one is to walk on the poop wliilu the 
admiral is thoro, and all men uii duty are 
to remain with their heads, uncovered 
while he is on deck. ■ 

On the 28th Novomber the Wild Swan 
was sent out to do her ipiarterly target prac- 
tice, returning tho same afterniioii;anden 
tlie28tli tho Caroline left for San Francisco. 
Dnrhig our stay at Esquimalt the adinind 
eiitortained a number of the citizens of 
Victoria at • dinner, and pn the Gth 
Dooethber we left on our homeward trii), 
to the refjrot of a number of tho in- 
habitants of Victoria. Our passage 
to San Francisco was a very rough one, 
on one occasion tho- sea entering the ad- 
miral's cabin and Hooding it. Tho speed 
of the ship was considerably reduced 
owing '.o the sluraiy winds and head sua, 
and we wore two days behind in reaching 
the port. HoroMve found tho Caroline, 
and altliough she had given leave to all 
hands, she lost only one man through du- 
sertion. She left on tho ISth for Hono- 
lulu to relievo tho Coiujuest, which will 
join us at Panama in February. Wo re- 
mained over the Christmas, and the ship 
was taken into harbour at the request uf 
tho Amorican admiral. Several moii do- 
sertod during our stay, including a stoker 
under sontonco of twolvo months' iinpris- 
onnient, who escaped and swam a distance 
of three miles, and after reaching tho 
shuro WHS BO sxliaustod that he was tiiken 
to the hdspital. Leaving San Francisco 
ou the 27tn, we called at Santa Barbara, 
and arrived there on the 2nd, leaving 
next morning to cnntinuo our cruiso to 
Panama, whoia wo expect to arrive oiithn 
8th of February. The Hyacinth niuots 



us at Panama, and tlie li^spiegle at Callao, 
and according to tbo latest reports tho 
Pelican was to leave Coquimbo for 
England about the 20th . . Deieemiser. 
For making good defects there is a fac- 
tory under the charj^'e of a Naval Chief 
Engineer, who is also borne for re-venting 
guns of the aquadrfin, and in elmrge of 
two torpedo boats. To assist him in the 
factory, and for tlie care and preserva- 
tion of tho valuable machinery, only one 
leading stoker is allowed, but the. Admiral 
ha.s allowed an engine-room artificer to re- 
main from our ship. As there is no stall' 
of workmen all ilefeets have to bo made 
good ))y tlic artiliccrs iif tlie lleet, and tho 
y.iid has to be kept in an eilicient state; 
but now that tlie largo '.'raving dock at 
Esiiuimal.t is ojien, we lielieve it is the in- 
tention of the aiitliorities to have a per- 
niaiiuiit stair, and wi; soon o.xpeot to iiear 
of ships being iiaid oil' and re-connnia- 
aioned there, tho crews coming across 
Canada, the lirst probably being tlio Wild 
Swan, whicli has comploted iier throe 
ycar.-i' cnnimission. 

't'iio Northern tUvision is represented 
by the Wild Swan, which is tlie only ship 
at E8t[uimalt, and doing the diity of senior 
olHcer. 

Tijie naval yard and depot at Esquimalt 
is iVfV i lie piirpo.se of siipjilying stores and 
liri'vji iioiiH for iier Majesty's ships on that 
paitjof tlie station, iiiid also for making 
i^oi'd iiiiy defects that may arise. 

OPIUM SMUatfLlNG. 

Ki.No.sTo.v, Out., Fob. Uo. -Much of 
tho opium smuggled into New York State 
caiiif! first to Kingston from British Col- 
uniliia, being carried by tho Dominion 
IOx|)icss Co. From here,tho agents smug- 
L;lod it across the line. The heavy seizure 
made at Kediirii recently was dispatched 
from here i-ia Itrockvillo. Special L'nited 
States governmont otiicers tracked the 
HtlllTdown and found there was still some 
valuable packages uf opium here, and a 
careful, watch was put on them, but tho 
officers were not alert onoiigh, and last 
night tho packages disappeared. Tlie 
agents of the smugglers were here, and 
just as soon as the)' discovoretl that tho 
.■i|ieciiil (illieera iiad gono on a trip to 
Uiockville tiiey wiiipped out their trunks 
ami made away with thom. There are 
toU pounds of opium in the trunks.

Senator Power Urgres Upon the Gov- 
cniineut lioparatiou for the Beh- 
riiigf's Sea Outrages. 



Dr. Monta<;iii' Makes a lirliliant Spvccli iu 
JIoviuK the Address— ilir John Ckatl's tho 
liiberals -Senator Scott Denounces tbo Fish- 
ei'iuB ¥reaty— Tlie Disqualified Piircell Takes 
lUs Seat— Ellis' Aunexatlon Sentimonts to be 
Discussed — The French Translators Dls- 
missed. ^ i

< )TTAW.\, Feb. - The House of Com- 
iiioiis .sat until G o'clock but crowded a lot 
of work into three hours. Dr. Montague, 
of Haldiinand, delivered a splendid 
speech in moving tho address. By ar- 
rangement, all the speakers carefully ab- 
tained from discussing the details of tho 
tislieries' treaty altliougli incidental re- 
ferences were made to it. Sir .lohn was 
in splendid form and sjjoke for half an 
hour. lie dialled the (irits unmercifully 
on their reverse.'-.. Hon. Mr. Laurier re- 
|iri:iOiited tile Opiiosition but tho inove- 
iiieiit to make Sir Richard Cartwright 
leader a])pears to gain ground. 

In tlio Senate Hon. I\Ir. Scott attack- 
ed the treaty unmercifully; ho .said it was 
a [lerfect fraud 'and farce.- The Govern- 
ment had thrown away all chance of se- 
curing reciprocity with the United Slates. 
Hon. Mr. Power, Halifax, urged tho Gov- 
ernment to obtain reparation for the Beh- 
ring's Sea outrages. ' 

'I'liree Freiicii translators of the debates 
have been ilisiiiisaed for stumping against 
memliera of the ( lovenimeiil during the 
last election.

—Mr. Gladstone's 
moderation, while dealing with tho gov- 
ornmont and their legislative prograiunio, 
has alarmed tiio torios, who suspect more 
lurking mischief. On tho other hand, the 
radicals, who were longing to worry tho 
foe, are a little disappointed by what they 
con«der th© unduly pacifioCtbne^^^ 
commander. Pamoll's obviously sincere 
invitation to tbo governineiit to accelerate 
their reform of procedure and his em- 
phatic repudiation of obstructive tactics 
have deepened tho perplexity of the tories 
and greatly strengthened Glad8tone''8 
hands. 

. Jjabouohere's recent letter to his con- 
stituents in disjiaragoinont of tory Icgisk- 
lioii soemed for a moinont to threaten a 
line of indeiiondont action, but it is now 
believed that tlio nioinber for North 
llniiipton realized tho expediency of forc- 
ing the govornmont into constructive 
leitislation and will co-operate with Glad- 
si one, a course wliicli comnionds; iteelf to 
Ilia unoiiualled oxporionco. 

The aim of many of tho conservatives, 
particularly those of the old school, is to 
get through tiio session by dint of "Irish 
obstruction." Little war, groat deal of 
foreign politics, a Bradlaugh incident, 
and any otlier such "alarms" and excur- 
sions as may be availed, Imt legislation is 
(|uito another matter. Legislation means 
tho possession of definite principlus, but 
tory legislation just now involves a choice 
between alienating the high flying mem- 
liera of tho party, "stern and uiidenyiiig 
toriea," by geiuiiiio pcqiuhir roforma, and 
oxaeporating the great mass of tho com- 
munity by shams. It is tolerably certain 
that the government

for escaping fron# tho necessity of a 
largo doniocratic election. A purely Irish 
session would suit them well enough, but 
so would a session in which the predom- 
inant interest was the foreign policy, 
tiieroforo, the liberal and Irish party will 
give tho government no encouragement in 
either direction, but do all they can to 
recall tlioin to the business they profess 
to have in hand. There will, however, 
bo abundance of opportunity for discus- 
sing Ireland. The Clanricarde estate, 
where 1,600 tenants aro being evicted, 
has already supplied material for debate. 
Tho case is all tho more pregnant and 
important in that it displays the full 
measure of the difference between Bal- 
four and his predecessor, .Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach. There remains the possibility 
that Irish subjects and English subjects 
alike may. bo forced to tako second place 
through the pre-occupatioM of tho house 
of commons and tho country by grave 
events abroad. Eiiglishiiien are aitid to 
be incapable in politics of thinking of 
more than one thing at a time and a great 
European war, wliich would compel Eng- 
land to make ready, even if it did not 
comjiol England to appear in tho field, 
would undoubtedly go far to thrust every 
other subject in the background. Any- 
how, in either event, foreign complica- 
tions would bo iiijurieus to the cause of 
Ireland. A groat war or even a menace 
of one would compel Englishmen 

TO SBRIOUSLY CONSIDER 

the underlying facts of their militiiry 
situation. One of the most essential of 
these facta is that a very large iiuinbor of 
England's best troops are locked up in 
Ireland and could not in the present tem- 
per of the Irish people be roleussd in 
time of war. It is probable that this 
force might even have to bo increased. 
Englishmen would then suddonlj realize 
what many of them do not realize at pres- 
ent, that Irohnid is beld by force alono. 
The unionists are fond of drawing imagin- 
ary pictures of tho woes that niigiit befall 
England from homo rule in Ireland, but 
what English home rulers complain of is 
that no unionist can ever be got to soo, 
or at all events to admit, that tho present 
state of tilings is inttdorably bad and can 
hardly bo worse. War or a danger of 
war would of necessity force this truth 
upon the mind of every Englishman. Ho 
would bo compelled to ask himself 
whether there really were no means of 
getting rid of this perpetual source of 
weiknoss or even of converting it into a 
source of strength. In such a stiite of 
feeling, hero would bo a great opportunity 
for an Irish deal, and if Pamell could 
convince Englishmen that the more adop- 
tion of home rule by one of the groat 
English parties had changed Irish temper 
and made Irishmen as loyal to the com- 
mon concern as before thoy were violently 
sedition.!, a complete success of his 
endeavors would be assured.

Petersburg that Gormany baa categorically 
declared at Vienna that she considers 
Bulgaria outside the sphere of Austrian 
influence and will not sacrifice luon in 
such a cause. Meanwhile that most prec- 
ious life on which'tho tranquillity and wel- 
fare of Europe so largely depends, 
is throatoned with a now form of peril.

LOCAL INDUSTRY. 

ImproT«in«uts at the Rock Bay Sawmill. 

Mr. W. P. Sayward has lately boon 
engaged in greatly adding to the capacity 
of his sawmill at Rock Bay to moot the in- 
creasing demand on the lumber trade, and 
with this object in view ho has added an 
addition of fifty feet to his mill, making 
the total length of tho establishment 170 
feet. The machinery is all now and of the 
latest design, and has been imported from 
the Stearns Manufacturing Co., of Erie, 
Pa., the largest firm of tho kind in the 
w(«rld. T'ho machinery is being erected 
under tho superintendence of Mr. G. T. 
Mills, the Pacific coast representative of 
tlu) firm, and be expects to have all the 
now plant in complete running order 
about next Thursday. To the courtesy 
of Mr. Mills The Colonist is in- 
debted for the following informa- 
tion : The machinery now being 
erected consists of a Wilkins compensating 
counter-balance gang, with saws of fifteen 
guago and one-eighth inch kerfe; a gaiig- 
edger for cutt'iig the lumber into the re- 
el uircd sizes; an automatic filing and 
awedging machine,' built by M. Coval, of 
Chicago; and a patent steam saw sharp- 
ener. Some of the machines were tested 
last week in tho preaonce of Mr. Sayward, 
and gave the greateat satisfaction. When 
ill full running ordor it is estimated that 
the mill will have an output of from 40,- 
000 to 50,000 feet of lumber per day, 
should the mill he required to run at its 
full capacity. It is claimed by Mr. Mills that 
tho new gang will effect a savhig of from 
20 to 25 per cent, in sawdust and lumber, 
in addition tocuttuig the lumber smooth- 
er, and considerable loss power will bo re- 
quired to drive it. A similar machine 
from the same firm was put in by Mr. 
Mills last summor for Haslam & Lees, of 
Nanainio, which flir. Haslam states gives 
the best of satisfaction, the saving in saw- 
dust alone more than paying for tho run- 
ning oxponsos of the mill. Machinists 
weio ongageil yesterday afternoon in ad- 
justing the belting and placing the ma- 
chine in running order, as on Monday 
afternoon about throe o'clock the new 
gang will be again tested in the presence 
of Mr. H. Croft, M. P. P., Mr. Haslam 
and other mill owners.

UNDER THE SOUTHERN CROSS. 

Undoubtedly tlie most important event 
that occurred in 1788 was the British oc- 
cupation of Australia. Before 1770 that 
flouthern continent was virtually an 
unknown land. . And even then, Captain 
CooP only partially explored its caste ru 
coast. It WHS not until .January, 17B8, 
that any attempt was made at cdhmiza- 
tiou. On th;it date Captain Arthur Phil- 
lips arrived at what ia now Sydney, with 
some 750 convicts, and lirst hoisted the 
British flag on tho shores of the island 
continent. A century has since ulapaod, 
i»nd to-day Australjisia is an embryo 
empire of 3,169,389 square miles, with an 
estimated English speaking population of 
3,500,000 — as prosperous, happy and loyal 
as any similar uuiiibor of people under 
heaven. Tho fact is ono of tho most stu- 
pendous in history. .Should it continue to 
progress in like ratio, it will have, by 
1008, a population of ovor 200,000,000. 
Of course no reasonable poraon expects 
that it will have half that number; but 
according to Yankee methods of comput- 
ing tho future population of their country, 
that is what Australians would bo 
justilied in expecting a century honco. 
But there is no doubt that our 
fellow subjects under the southern 
cross have achieved surprising results, 
and have a brilliant future in store for 
them. On this side of tho world Austra- 
lia is best known as a producer of gold 
and wool. And umiuo.stionably in those 
products she has few if any oijuals. Since 
1851 she has produced gold to the enor- 
mous value of about §2,000,000,000 and 
is still producing it at a rate of §35,000,- 
000 annually. (The estimated value of 
the tot.tl output of gold in the United 
States during the same period ia $1,600, 
000,000, with an annual output of §33,- 
000,000.) Of sheep she has (according to 
Mr. Grillin, United .States o(*insul at Syd- 
ney) 82,000,000 — probably more than any 
other country in the world. The clip of 
wool in 1887 is estimated at 1,101,574 
bales, of the estimated value of S13'J,(!()7,- 
000. (Tho Argentine Republic, lior prin- 
cipal competitor, only produces about 
241,000 bales annually.) These facts 
show that Australia's reputation as a pro- 
ducer of gold and wool ' rests on ' a solid 
foundation. But while, as wo have said, 
she is most famous for these products, 
they are by no means her only ones. 
New South Wales and Now Zea- 
land are doveloi)ing rapidly as 
wheat growing districts. yuoon.s- 
land already produoos 60,000 tons of 
sugar annually, while sovoial of the other 
provinces are also large producers. (J rape 
growing is also an important industry, to 
which is closely allied the production of 
■wine. The little island of Tasania e.\i)ort8 
tin to the value of $1,500,000 annually, 
and Now Zealand frozen meat tu tlie 
value of $2,000,000, while Victoria, 
that has adopted a protective fiscal Bystera, 
has already 45,000 operatives employed 
in hor factories. Indeed the resources 
and industries of Australasia are such u.s 
to render any doubt respecting hor groat 
future an absolute iin))0S3lbility. But 
while Australasia has assuredly had a 
marvellously successful past, ^ and lia.s 
abundant reasons to ancicipatu a great 
future, there is no' reason why Caniuliana 
sliould feel at all jealous of hor, or aluink 
from comparisons with her. Take tlie 
matter of population, the increase of 
which in Australasia is regarded as piieno- 
menal. The record in the southern group 
of colonies has been as follows : —

Ono statesman goes so far as to 
say that Chamberlain deserves being raised 
to tho ])eerago for his successful protect- 
ion of British and Canadian interests. 
And yet the Grit press of Canada clanns 
it is a complete back down on the part of 
tho Dominion. Surely this is a hard 
world to please.

ONTARIO.

The judge 
declined to take I he responsibility of dis- 
missing him, but authorized a meeting of 
creditors to be called to decide whether 
he be retained. This means ho will have 
to go. 

Tho westbound freight liiiin on the 
Canadian Pacific, three miles below Ot- 
tawa, on Tuesday morning rii^ into the 
down \Mnnipeg express. The Winnipeg 
train came to a stop in time, thus avoid- 
ing a serious disaster. Nobody was killed, 
but both oligiiies wore wrecked and tiio 
passengers got a bad shaking up.

" MAN'S PLACE OP SALVATION VER- 
SUS GOD'S." 

The following is a synopsis of a sormon 
delivered at the Gorge Road Methodist 
Church on Sunday evbning last by the 
Rev. J. W. Wadman. Text: "I thought. 
He will surely come out to me and stand 
and call upon tho name of the Lord his God 
and strike his iiand ovor tho place and 
become the leper." 2 Kinga 5:11. 

Tho nlmpter begina thus: "Now Haa- 
man captain of the host of the king of 
Syria was a groat man, &c.— but he was 
a leper." Through a little Jewish maiden 
in his household he learns of the old 
proph^ EliBhi»'ildWn in tho land of Pales- 
tine and after much deliberation he do 
cides upon an interview in order to sco if 
the " man of God" can help him in his 
trouble. Whereupon with letters of com 
mission ofl' he starts with great pomp and 
dispatch till at last ho dismounts from his 
chariot at the door of Eliflha's.home. He 
knocksf affd;;.* '(.meaaenger';: 'in^^ 
causB and'as 'sobn as Elisha is apprised of 
tho errand of his visitor ho simply sends 
down his servant with the message: Tell 
Maaman " go wash in Jordan seven 
times. " 

Tho mosaago and the manner in which 
it was delivered naturally nmde the gen- 
eral madi and so off he goes in a rage 
muttering to himself, "J ilioiujht," etc., 
etc. 

As a mail thinks so is he — not as he acts, 
nor spoaks, but as ho thinks. Toll me 
what you aro thinking about now and I 
can guess what you will lio doing to-mor- 
row. The deeds of to-morrow will bo but 
tho embodiment of to-day's thoughts. By 
nature a man is so constituted as to par 
tako largely of the things he is looking at 
We are influenced by our surroundings to 
a greater extent than one may sui)poao. 
Wlion then is a thought ? Is it an impres- 
sion made upon the mind through the 
modiuns of one or other of the five 
senses ? If what wo see, what wo touch, 
what we taste, what we hoar, etc., opens 
tho mind to thought, how careful we 
ought to bo. One oaiinot-^^Help ; evil 
thoughts, but you must not nurSe them 
and nourish them until th^y develop into 
puri)oses. Bid them depart as soon as 
they enter. When they enter tho front 
door ask them not into your parlor and 
beg them to feel at home, but quietly say, 
"There's tho backdoor, now, be gone.'' 

"/WtowgW," What? "I thought he 
will surely," etc. So men are always 
setting up their own plans of salvation. 
Anything tliey will do — anywhere go — to 
any extent suiter, ratlier than do what 
God wants. Here is a man who asks, 
"Whatmust I do to bo saved? (Jnd answers, 
"Believe in me with all thine heart," 
"Oh !" he replies, "why 1 thought— I 
thought it was necessary for mo to shed a 
great many tears, offer a great many 
prayers, pass through a great deal of self- 
torturo, etc. I thought." Take a child, 
for instiinco, who disobeys you. " Come," 
you say, "come my child and kiss me and 
promise mo not to do so again." "Oh no, 
I can't —would rather not kiss you. Lot 
me go to my room, lot mo weep," etc., 
etc. Thus a great mau}^ people treat 
God, etc. God says, "Come." They re- 
ply. "JFf thought." 

Now Naaman was a leper. He neodod 
healing. Came to Elisha. Tho old pro- 
phet says, "Go wash." "What, what, go 
n'aali. The niisohief if 1 will. Does he 
take me for a tramp? Go im.tli. Does he 
think I never wash ? Go wash seven times. 
The mischief I My! am 1 so foul and 
dirty as to need so much washing. Go 
wash in Jim/rtd — that muddy stream yon- 
der. No, Sir!" So ;/oi(, my friends, again 
and again say. "Repent I No. No." 

"Go wash in Jordan I' Elisha forgets 
whom he is talking to. Pretty word this 
would be to get back to Syria. Their 
General Naaman," etc. So you say, my 
friends. — "Repent! Ah, no; let me not 
so sacrifice my respectability. Repent ! A 
very good gospel for thieves, pickpockets, 
blacklegs, etc." 

While Naaman ia yet mad, one of his 
servants plucks up courage: "My Lord, 
if the prophet had told thee to do some 
great thing wouldst thou not have done it 
— then why not wash ?" So I believe if 
Jesus Christ should come to"you to-night 
aud say, "Those of you who will under- 
take to walk barefooted across the Ameri- 
can continent shall got to Heaven," why, 
no (juestiou you would do it. Then why 
not comply with conditions infinitely more 
simple and eu.sy t * 

"Are j.ot Abana and Pharpar better 
than all the waters of Israel ?" So men 
to-day ask, "Are not other means just as 
efl'ectual ? and if not, how unjust it is if 
wo perish — perish simply because we won't 
comply with_theae conditions." We re- 
ply, N^i). A man is starving. We bid 
him eat. "Oh, no, 1 cannot." "Why, 
then, you'll die," wo tell him. "Ah me, 
liard for a man to die," he replies, "sim- 
ply because ho doesn't eat." So with a 
man dying with thirst. Water is within 
reach, J)ut he refuses and thon says his 
de.ith is unjust. So with a sea captain 
who throws overboard his chart and 
compass and takes his eye oft' the 
Polar star shining out from yonder 
cloud rifts. "Hard for mo to perish 
amidst these breakers," he is heard ex- 
chiiming "simply because 1 refused to 
use audi sim]>lo means — hard — hard — very 
hard." So with a man who takes poison, 
etc. Hard for me to dio simply because 
1 lefused to take that antidote -hard — 
hard — very hard, etc. 

Let me say right here niy hearers, 1 
believe half the people in this world 
stumble over the Gospel's simplicity. Wo 
talk doctrine, doctrine, doctrine. Preach- 
ers are to be blamed. Oftoiitimos we split 
hairs a mile long. What is religion ? 
"Uiglit is right — wrong is wrong. I'll

Feeling '. What; do you want with feeling; 
If I .should get drunk to-morrow — 
staggering ujjstairs — should say— " Oh 1 
wife forgive mo I" I'erlaipx she would. 
But suppo.se I kept it up for a week, a 
month — coming home boo-booiiig and 
blubbering, imagine how utterly dis- 
gusted she would got. On tho other hand 
suppose one night I come home with 
light in my eye and faculties All in full 
play — and shcfuld say, "See, wife, I'm 
sober, I have (|uit, have drunk my lust 
gluss," etc,, etc.

Mr. .L Pallyard, one of tiio i>rincipal 
owners in the Alice and Emma C(nisoli- 
duled, arrived' ye.il.'jidiiy ijiurniiig frcm 
Rook Creek by w.iy of Spokane. He 
states tliat when lio left there on the 1-lth 
February, the weather was plea.sant, a 
good portion of tlie snow having goiio. 
There are now about Mil) men in ciiinp, 
tlio placer miners having arrived for tho 
coming season's work. Several pack 
trains from the south were also on their 
way in. 

i'he company, who have )iiircbas(Ml the 
Cariboo and Amelia claims, liave Imuglit 
the Gold Hill quartz mill at Oolvillo. a 
complete ten-stani|) mill with concentra- 
tors, and it is understood it is their inten- 
tion to have it taken to Koek Creek to l>e 
placed (Ui their i)roperty. A. McKinney 
is driving a long tunnel on the Caril)oo, 
and is now in eighty-five feel, and will 
tjip tlio veiii afc, 110 feet from the smfauo. 
This tunnel IS run for tlus jtvir[)(ise of 
draining the surface water. This woric 
will lie the best piece! of pnispeetiiig tliai 
has yet been done, as it outs tlirougli tin; 
tluec ledges comprised in tho various 
locutions — Cariboo, Amelia, Alice and 
Einma, Maplo Leaf and Eureka. 

Ou the Alice and Emma Consolidated 
tho shaft is now down about eighty-six 
feet in deiith,. with an average width of 
six feet of ore, tho lattur l)cing very lino 
sulphurets. Tho ore in this as in all 
other olaiiiis on the main ledge increases 
in value with dejith. 

The principal want of the camp is bettor 
postal facilities.

Ttm KOOTEMY RAILWAY. 

To Tilt: MhiTiii;: 'I'lic iry of the 
country is i'l.r railways. Cariboo, 
Kodtenay, Okanagoii; the mining di.s- 
triets and tiie agricultural settle- 
ments, all are asking for helpin providing 
means of transportation and travel. 1 1, is 
evident that the government cannot give 
money subsidies to all of these, and in 
many well settled portions of tli 
viiice 1I103' have not the land to give 
in the mountains, wliere farming can 
only bo done upon small and isolated 
patches of delta land, where travel is al- 
most an impossibility except in the In- 
diaii^oiuioe, or over dangerous trails where 
there is but little value attached to tho 
soil except for its iiiinerid weallli or its 
timber, it seems to have become ii well 
reci.;^ni/,il policy of our guveriiiiiont that 
if lands nnapproacliable and nhuust vaht " 
less froiii their isol.'itioii can be used to 
aid in the construction of railways, it is 
better to let thom go to the builders of 
the roads which create their value. 

It is understood that a proposal is to be 
made by some of the prouiotsrs of the 
former Kootenay Railway Co., to again 
undertake the construction of a railway 
connecting the waters of Kootenay Lake 
with the Columbia River, and to establish 
lines of steamers upon the waters of both. 
By this means the ores which will piolju- 
bly soon be mined nj)oii the Kootenay 
Lake, and in tlu! newly discovered Toad 
Mountain district, will find their natural 
outlet by way of Revelstoke and thonce 
over the Canadian Pacitic Railway to 
whatever smelters may at lirst be erected 
in the province. As in tho former act, 
tliis cmnpaiiy ask for a grant of land, but 
the tjuantity of land will bo considerably 
less than the original grant. Tho time in 
which they propose to con.itrnct the rail- 
road and build the steamers will bo placed 
at two years after the jiassage of tho Bill. 
As the company have formerly made 
thorough location surveys of the line, 110 
timo will be lost in this preliminary pre- 
paration; but work will almostimmediate- 
ly follow the enactment of the meiisure 
should it pass. It is not iiiopipsed tn 
reserve and lock up l.irge blucks m' l.iiul 
as was done before but to make sonio jir- 
rangement by which the railway company 
can take up their lands durinj; construc- 
tion, giving them no proferenoe over 
other settlers. The title to these lands 
will convoy no interest in the iirecious 
metals, and tlie lands will be taken in 
smair sections instead of giving over to 
tho company a township at a time. 

it is now evident that the Kootenay 
district is attracting more attention at 
present than any of tlie interior districts 
of the jirovince. It seems destined U> lie 
its richest mineral section. The wonder- 
fully large coal deposits recently found in 
Crow's Nest i'ass, which show veins of 
semi-anthracite and bituminous coal of 
excellent quality and perliaps not exceed- 
ed in size by any upon this cnntinent. 
ask for assistance in tiiiding a market. 
Nature seen)s to have provided this upon 
Kootenay Lake. If the lead and silver 
mines upon the banks of this body of 
water, and the rich galena and gray cop- 
per ores of Toad Mountain are to bo 
worked within the Province, the two in- 
terests will aid each other. At a trilling 
expense, coal and coke ciin be laid down 
by rail on tlic lower Kootenay River and 
then will till the greatest want which has 
hitherto retarded smelting operations in 
that region. The oxistenco of coking coal 
fields within a luindrod miles of Denver 
mado that city a smelting centre of 80,- 
000 population. A second Denver might 
arise in the now depopulated Koot- 
enay. 

At present this uxleiisive regi<in is atf 
entirely shut oil' from the rest of tho pro- 
vince as if it bordortid upon the North 
Pole. 'J'he jouruoy to reach it is one of 
time and danger. From the Columbia to 
the Kootenay, the miner must take tho 
frail bark canoe, and even this he is com- 
pelled to carry ou his back uronnd three 
or four dangerous rajiids, in oin^ instance 
a distance of three miles of course it is 
useless to talk of transporting supplies 
over this route. Therefore, the miner who 
visits this section is at present forced to 
import all goods from Washington Ter- 
ritory and Idaho; to omphjy American 
teams or pack trains to haul his food Jind 
tools, and to cany everything in Ameri- 
can boats clown a long stretcii of tiie 
Kootenay river. It is learned upon good 
authority that if tho prepensed Kootenay 
railway is dropped, an American company 
will at once proceed tu V)uild a branch 
railway from near Sand Point to tho 
Kootoii'vj' River. If thoy succeed in once 
getting hold of the trade of that section 
it will bo a long while before we aro able 
to regain it. Probably a thousand minors 
will rush to the Toad Mountain mines 
early in tho spring and this number may 
be largely increased during tho suminei-. 
The business of a mining community of 
this size is u prize well worth striving for. 

Tho two principal objecticjns to the 
former Act wero 1st — tho amoynt of land 
granted — 2nd ((ranting the laiftr in such 
large blocks. The amount of the 
^rant should bo materially diinirt- 
ishcd and l)o iiiadu in smaller sections. 
If this is done a Bill might be in- 
troduced which wouW be satisfactory to 
the country. It would certainly bo a bad 
policy to refuse reasonable requests and 
drive away the first approach of foreign 
capital ill tho cuiietruction of provincial 
railways. Kootenay. 



GOKUON HEAD ROAU. 

To TiiK Eoitok: — Suffer mo to draw at- 
tention to the deplorable state of the 
above ifi^dj^BO/ojiUodi^ has 
baired tho development of the district, 
rendered living in it at times a hara.ssing 
Imaliai; I'ooil got in 'oy paclv-iior.soa-in the 
ab.seiicu of balloons — and its stiiple indus- 
try— cord wood teaming suspended for 
months. A mill erected there is to be 
taken down for removal to some place 
with a road always available, and all this 
but five miles from the capital of tho 
province in a district containinj^ its iraiii 
wood fuel .su|)ply ,uid which apart from 
its chaniiing scenery and favoring climatic 
coiidilions (sheltered by Cedar Hill, 
iMount 'I'lihiiie .ind Cadboro peninsular) 
Would have been long since settled up if 
it liad but average road facility. At best 
tlie district must ever bo handicapped 
from the unparalleled way in which tho 
road was first laid out zigzag, 
doubling its distance and up and 
down . Mount Tolmie; not once onlj* 
but twice the neon's liighway, 
a very liigli way indeed, from which its 
designer could view his own greatness, 
aiul the adniiiiistrativo and eiigineoring 
capacity employed for it, when it is re- 
morahered what a road is made .for, and 
that a lino over an uniform level consti- 
tutes a lirst essential; however, all this 
cuiinot now be altered, but tho road, such 
as it is, could, under compotont super- 
vision, bo properly mended. For instance, 
ill places it has a iiiagniticent width of ten 
feet ! 1 ; With a skilfully devised drop of 
two feet at its side, to break travellers 
necks and ])revent tw<j wagons from pass- 
ing each other, it could be properly bal- 
i&atsd and gravelled as Cedar Hill road 
was fifteen years ago, a road that never 
liiid, nor never will have, tho same heavy 
tr.illie over it or importance to the city 
for its fuel; but patching hero Jiiid there 
is a waste of jmblic money. Thus last year 
tliere was the spoctticle, and not a 
dry eye looking at it, of a couple 
©f .men— and 'all the way from North 
Saaiiioh too— daintily filling up about 
half a dozen holes out of the tliousjuids 
that ornament this model rcuile. Recent- 
ly file "sojers" have been surveying it, 
doubtless for strategic possibilities, but 
they will not occur if tlio enemy, tlio 
"sp:ilpeens," attempt to invade the dis- 
tricl; tlujy will all be iiigloriously eii- 
gulied in the slime and ijuicksands of 
which the highway is made, unless indeed 
they endeavor to accomplish their nefari- 
ous design by sailing down the road in a 
llotilla of mud boats jiiloted by some wily 
aiieieiil mariner learned in all the shoals 
anil dangers of this highway. Therefore, 
if those having the paid rospinisibility — if 
tluiie be any such — in these matters, aro 
unable or incompetent to act, nothing 
more remains but'a'Royal Commission to 
sit on the road with power to call for 
stone luid gravel for its entire length.

SCHOOL HOURS. 

To The Euitor;— I notice that a dbi- 
rcspondeiit, "Parent," iii yesterday's issue 
seems to think that tho proposed change 
in the hours of teaching is likely to inter- 
fere with tho health of the children. 1 
am inclined to think that "Phi-ent" is 
more interested in another direction than 
that of the health of the scholars. The 
writer seeins to bo of the belief that I 
have not studied the interest of tho J'ouiig 
as well as "Parent," whjse family (if 1 
lu.iy bo allowed to judge) is not very large. 
Let us see how far the proposed change is 
likely to affect the soholhrs, and how far 
wrong the trustees are in asking tor a 
eliuiige. Tho change proposed is that the 
schools open at a. ni. from the first day 
of February, instead of beginning on the 
lit; 1 day of April as at present, and close 
at o:,'!0 p. 111. from the lirst named date 
instead of the latter. The change is not 
a very r.idical one, and as intimated t 
the trustees they might have gone farther 
in tlie interests of the scholars. I would 
ask "Parent" to compare our school regu 
latioiis in this respect with those of 
Ont.irio, and a morked contrast will be 
oljserved. They, in that province, open 
scliiHil at!) a. 111. and close at 4 p. m. all 
the year nuind, and no allowance 
is asked for the inclemency of the 
winters, as "Parent" is wont to 
claim for our Victoria winters. 
^'c.ul■ correspondent would have us believe 
tli;it we have throe or four feet of snow 
dining the month of Februai-y, and the 
cliiMren a very long distance to walk 
before getting to the schools. .Such is 
not tlie case. There is not a province in 
the Uominioii more fav(ued than British 
Columbia in this respect, notwitlistand 
ing the comi)laint8 of your doleful corrc 
spoiiilent. Then again the writer shows 
a III igiiiniimous spirit for tho "tired child' 
and does not forget "the teacher in the 
upper classes. " These sentiments I fully 
appreciate, although rather effemiiiale. 
1 1 i.s conceded by all who have taken an 
interest in Victoria schools that pupils do 
not make the progress that they should 
Whether it is due to too. short hours at 
school or neglect of home studies is a 
f|Ui'.stioii the trustees are trying to find 
out. and I hope that in lime the trustees 
of Victoria schools will receive the credit 
the}- deserve for endeavoring to bring 
about bettor results tlmn are obtained at 
pri'seiit. <i.
